Any of the human freedoms, in order to exist for a long period of time, 
must be matched with responsibility. Individual responsibility can be fairly 
easily defined and identified as long as the individual is acting by himself, but 
when he becomes a member of a crowd he seems to lose all sense of individual 
responsibility. This seems to be true of the small neighborhood gang, as well as 
the larger groups of mass demonstrations on college campuses who operate 
with no apparent sense of responsibility. 


If we don't approve of a law, let us exercise our individual responsibility by 
trying to legally bring about a change in the law, not through open violation. 


It is hoped that your education at Berkeley High School has prepared you 
to make proper decisions in carrying out your future responsibilities.
